2.37  Miles— Total  4.56  Miles.

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The  Operating  Revenues  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1911,  were  $9,570,281.69,  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  1.31  per  cent,  or  $123,757.48. 

Of  the  gain  in  Operating  Revenues,  $146,729.64  was  from  freight  traffic,  there  be- 
ing an  increase  of  259,037  tons  carried  and  an  increase  of  30,098,695  tons  carried  one  mile. 

The  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile  was  .528  cents  as  compared  with  .529  cents  in  1910. 

The  gain  in  bituminous  coal  traffic  was  164,814  tons,  totaling  4,412,861  for  the  year. 

The  statement  on  page  31  shows  by  the  various  classifications  the  commodities  handled 
during  the  year. 

The  Passenger  Revenue  shows  a decrease  of  1.37  per  cent,  or  $22,979.22  as  compared 
with  last  year,  with  an  average  rate  per  passenger  mile  of  .01532  as  against  .01506  in  1910. 
The  number  of  passengers  carried  decreased  39,901,  while  the  number  of  passengers  carried 
one  mile  decreased  3,404,178. 

The  Passenger  Train  Mileage  decreased  88,918  miles  or  4%,  principally  due  to  discon- 
tinuance of  certain  non  compensatory  trains. 

The  Mail  Revenue  was  $181,606.67,  while  for  1910  it  was  $181,750.62. 

The  Express  Revenue  for  the  year  was  $224,832.84,  a decrease  of  3.63  per  cent.,  or 
$8,477.43. 

Operating  Expenses  show  a net  decrease  of  $188,707.91,  or  2.5  per  cent. 

There  was  a decrease  of  $630,898.84  in  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures.  The 
difference  compared  with  previous  year  is  due  to  heavy  charges  in  connection  with 
Betterment  Work  in  1910,  and  in  part  to  decrease  in  Maintenance  program. 

The  charges  to  Traffic  Expenses  decreased  $13,954.07,  and  General  Expenses  $44,982.69. 
The  charges  to  Maintenance  of  Equipment  increased  $36,636.14,  and  Transportation 
Expenses  $464,491.55. 

Increases  in  pay  were  granted  to  various  classes  of  employees  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  fiscal  year  1910  and  during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  amounting  to  $284,200.00,  as  follows: 
Transportation  Department,  $219,500.00;  Motive  Power  Department,  $50,200.00,  and 
Maintenance  of  Way  Department,  $14,500.00. 

Net  Operating  Revenue  increased  $312,465.39. 

There  was  an  increase  of  $315,706.50  in  Interest  Charges  on  Funded  Debt  during  the 
year,  as  detailed  on  statement  on  page  18.  Of  this  there  is  due  to  taking  up  full  year's 
interest  on  the  First  and  Refunding  Bonds  $116,547.06,  balance  being  due  to  new 
obligations  issued  for  betterments  and  equipment.

The  main  line  between  Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  Ohio,  is  laid  with  85-lb.  rail  for  the 
entire  distance,  except  15  miles,  being  five  miles  between  Pi  qua  Crossing  and  Kirkwood, 
Ohio,  and  ten  miles  between  Cairo  and  Ottawa,  Ohio,  which  is  laid  with  75-lb.  rail. 

The  Indianapolis  Division  now  has  40  miles  of  85-lb.  rail  laid  on  heavy  grades  and 
curves. 

Two  miles  of  track  were  ballasted  with  gravel  and  five  miles  with  cinders  during  the 
year. 

FENCES. 

There  were  47.5  miles  of  wire  fences  rebuilt  during  the  year. 


BUILDINGS. 

The  60-foot  turntable  at  Lima  Shops  was  strengthened  by  placing  new  center  and 
cross  girders.  There  was  also  a new  stall  constructed  in  the  east  end  of  the  Coach  Shop. 
At  Connersville  the  80-ton  track  scale  released  from  Moorefield  was  installed. 

At  Moorefield,  Ind.,  a dynamo  was  installed  in  the  Shops  to  furnish  electric  light. 

At  Hillsdale,  Ind.,  property  was  purchased  for  location  of  station  building,  and  the 
station  from  Hildreth,  111.,  moved  to  that  place  and  fitted  up. 


BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS. 

The  bridges  and  culverts  on  the  entire  line  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  work  of  renewing  the  bridges  on  the  Toledo  Division  for  use  of  heavier  power, 
referred  to  in  previous  report,  has  been  practically  completed.  There  has  been  expended  for 
this  account  to  June  30th,  $376,997.00,  of  which  $351,310.52  was  expended  during  the  fiscal 
year  1911,  and  a further  expenditure  of  approximately  $25,000.00  will  be  required  in  the 
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BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS— Continued. 

ensuing  year.  Of  the  amount  expended,  $315,741.28  was  charged  to  Additions  and  Better- 
ments, and  $35,569.24  charged  to  Operation.  The  Operating  Account,  “Bridges,  Trestles 
and  Culverts,”  for  the  year  shows  a credit  of  $2,050.57.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
charge  to  Operation  on  account  of  these  betterments  was  anticipated  during  the  previous 
fiscal  year.  As  the  charges  were  overestimated,  the  credits  to  this  account  overbalanced 
the  expenditures. 

The  more  important  bridges  renewed  were  the  following: 

Bridge  No.  1A,  over  Mill  Creek,  Cincinnati,  O.  The  double  track  through  Warren 
truss  152  feet  long  has  been  replaced  with  three  spans  of  deck  girders  for  double  track. 

Bridge  No.  16A,  over  Miami  River,  North  Hamilton,  O.  Two  200  feet  and  one 
140  feet  single  track  through  pin-connected  Pratt  trusses  have  been  replaced  with  six 
spans  100  feet  double  track  through  plate  girders  on  concrete  piers  and  abutments. 

Bridge  No.  30A,  over  Twin  Creek,  near  Carlisle,  Ohio.  The  three  131  feet  pin-con- 
nected through  Pratt  trusses  have  been  replaced  by  five  spans  single  track  through  plate 
girders  on  concrete  masonry  The  masonry  is  constructed  for  double  track. 

Bridge  No.  1,  over  the  Ohio  Canal  and  Street  in  Dayton,  O.  The  three  spans  of  light 
double  track  through  girders  have  been  replaced  by  heavier  girders  of  the  same  length; 
total  length  129  feet. 

Bridge  No.  2,  over  Mad  River  at  Dayton,  Ohio.  The  four  light  double  track  through 
girders  73  feet  long  and  one  deck  girder  24  feet  long  have  been  replaced  by  new  girders 
of  heavier  design  and  same  length. 

Bridge  No.  3,  over  Miami  River,  North  Dayton,  O.  Five  light  single  track  through 
plate  girders,  each  77  feet  6 inches  long,  have  been  replaced  by  new  single  track  girders 
of  the  same  length  and  heavier  design. 

Bridge  No.  38,  Sidney,  Ohio.  A single  track  steel  viaduct  150  feet  long  has  been 
replaced  by  two  deck  plate  girders  84  feet  long,  forming  one  span  for  double  track.  The 
abutments  are  of  concrete. 

Bridge  No.  53  over  Blanchard  River  at  Ottawa,  Ohio.  160  feet  single  track  through 
pin-connected  Pratt  truss  and  two  small  approach  spans  have  been  replaced  by  three  81 
feet  double  track  through  plate  girders  and  a 36  feet  deck  plate  girder  approach  span. 
The  substructure  is  of  concrete. 

A double  track  overhead  steel  bridge,  on  concrete  abutments,  is  being  constructed 
across  our  main  line  north  of  Trenton,  Ohio,  by  the  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company. 
The  C.  H.  & D.’s  proportion  of  this  expense  is  $20,700.00. 


INTERLOCKING  AND  SIGNALS. 

There  were  no  additional  automatic  block  signals  erected  during  the  year;  the  usual 
maintenance  work  was  carried  on,  and  the  signals  and  interlocking  plants  are  in  good 
condition. 

Electric  crossing  bells  were  installed  at  Grant,  Plum  and  Garfield  Streets,  Troy, 
Ohio,  at  College  Ave.,  Oxford,  O.,  at  West  Third  Street  and  Broadway,  Dayton,  O.,  and 
at  East  Springfield  Street,  East  Dayton,  O. 


TELEGRAPH. 

An  additional  wire  was  placed  between  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  Lima,  Ohio,  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  Railway  Company. 

The  track  and  structures  were  maintained  generally  to  a standard  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  business  of  the  Company. 
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ADDITIONS  AND  BETTERMENTS. 

A summary  of  charges  to  Additions  and  Betterments,  aggregating  $3,031,197.37,  is 
shown  on  page  17. 

Side  Tracks: 

Thirteen  and  fifty-five  hundredths  miles  of  new  side  tracks  have  been  constructed 
during  the  year  for  yards  and  sidings,  and  5.25  miles  for  industries;  2.33  miles  have  been 
taken  up,  making  a net  increase  of  16.47  miles. 

Real  Estate: 

At  North  Dayton  13.6  acres  offadditional  land  were  purchased. 

Additional  right  of  way  was  purchased  on  the  Toledo  Division,  on  account  of  second 
track  and  passing  siding  work  recently  authorized  in  that  territory. 

At  Leipsic  Jet.,  Ohio,  property  was  purchased  jointly  with  the  N.  Y.  C.  & St.  L- 
Railway  Company  to  provide  additional  driveway  facilities  to  reach  the  passenger  depot. 

At  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  abutting  property  west  of  New  Jersey  Street  used  for  street 
purposes  was  vacated  by  the  City,  and  half  the  property  so  vacated  reverted  to  the 
Railway  Company. 

Sidney,  O. — Revision  of  Line  and  Reduction  of  Grade: 

The  work  of  reconstructing  and  double  tracking  the  line  between  Kirkwood,  O.,  and 
Swanders,  O.,  on  the  Toledo  Division,  a distance  of  10  3/2  miles,  which  was  commenced  in 
April,  1910,  has  been  practically  completed.  Some  additional  ballasting  remains  to  be 
done,  and  also  the  construction  of  two  overhead  highway  bridges,  rebuilding  the  brick 
platform  at  Sidney,  Ohio,  and  other  finishing-up  work.  All  of  this  will  be  completed 
during  the  present  season.  This  work  involved  the  building  of  a concrete  viaduct  con- 
sisting of  three  70  feet  arches  and  a 20  feet  opening  for  roadway  over  the  Miami 
River,  just  south  of  Sidney,  O.  The  amount  expended  on  this  work  to  June  30th  was 
$776,391.00.  In  addition  to  providing  a double  track  with  reduced  curvature  between  the 
points  named,  the  maximum  grade  has  been  reduced  from  eight-tenths  per  cent,  to  three- 
tenths  per  cent.  The  ruling  northbound  grade  between  Dayton  and  Lima  is  now  forty- 
five  hundredths  of  one  per  cent.  This  improvement  has  facilitated  the  movement  of 
traffic  through  Sidney,  Ohio,  and  has  brought  about  a very  material  increase  in  north- 
bound train  loading  between  Dayton  and  Lima. 

Rossford,  Ohio: 

Construction  of  gravity  yard,  16  stall  brick  round  house,  cinder  pits,  coaling  pits, 
oil  house,  water  supply,  etc.,  which  was  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1910,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  terminal  is  in  use.  The  total  cost  of  this  improvement  amounted  to 
$404,541.00. 
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ADDITIONS  AND  BETTERMENTS— Continued. 

New  Ore  Docks,  Rossford,  Ohio: 

New  ore  handling  machinery  consisting  of  two  15  ton  Hulett  Rapid  Unloaders,  rated 
at  500  tons  per  hour  capacity  each,  and  a ten  ton  bridge  over  storage  485  feet  in  length, 
erected  on  concrete  foundations  on  piles,  has  been  completed  and  was  ready  for  use  at  the 
opening  of  navigation.  The  dock  has  a storage  capacity  of  500,000  tons  of  ore. 

The  track  work  and  other  changes  in  connection  with  this  improvement  have  been 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  "Loop”  track  and  the  overhead  bridge  at  Miami 
Street,  which  has  been  delayed  on  account  of  not  being  able  to  secure  the  necessary  legisla- 
tion from  the  city.  This,  however,  does  not  prevent  the  use  of  the  plant.  Owing  to 
depression  in  the  steel  business,  we  have  not  received  the  benefits  anticipated  from  this 
plant. 

There  has  been  expended  for  this  work,  to  June  30th,  $928,000.00. 

Dayton  Freight  House : 

The  new  inbound  and  outbound  freight  houses  and  tracks  at  Dayton,  O.,  the  con- 
struction of  which  was  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1910,  have  been  completed  at  a cost 
of  $170,000.00. 

Toledo  Division: 

Improvements  on  the  Toledo  Division  have  been  authorized  as  follows: 

Extension  of  second  main  track  from  Coke  Otto  to  Ajax  (north  of  Hamilton, O.) 
3.9  miles,  and  from  South  Dayton,  south,  1.53  miles,  a total  of  5.43  miles.  Extension 
of  passing  tracks  from  Johnsons  to  Tadmor  (north  of  Dayton,0.)  at  Middletown,  Carlisle, 
Miamisburg,  South  Dayton,  Tippecanoe  City,  Troy,  Piqua  Jet.,  Wapakoneta,  Criders- 
ville,  Cairo,  Ottawa,  Leipsic,  Leipsic  Jet.,  Belmore,  Deshler,  Custar,  Haskins  and  Roach- 
ton,  Ohio,  aggregating  13.17  miles.  The  above  work,  estimated  to  cost  $409,644.00, 
was  commenced  in  May,  1911,  and  will  be  completed  within  the  ensuing  year. 

EQUIPMENT. 

During  the  year  there  were  744  new  one  hundred  thousand  capacity  steel  coal  cars 
received,  which  completed  the  order  for  new  equipment  placed  the  previous  year. 

Six  box  cars  were  converted  into  standard  cabooses  at  Lima  Shops. 

There  were  53  box,  3 automobile,  51  coal,  27  flat,  1 stock,  12  caboose  and  2M.of  W. 
cars,  or  a total  of  149  cars,  destroyed  by  accident  and  fire  on  this  and  foreign  lines  during 
the  year. 

68  box,  130  coal,  32  flat,  26  stock,  4 rack  and  7 M.  of  W.  cars,  or  a total  of  267  cars 
were  condemned  and  taken  out  of  service  on  account  of  light  capacity,  age  and  condition. 

32  box  and  5 flat,  total  37  cars,  were  transferred  to  other  service.
